Last year was tile first time Uiat 
the enumerators listed persons above 
16 years of age and this year the 
two young women will record the 
names and ages of all persons resid­ 
ing in the borough who were born 
on or between September 2, 1920, and 
January 31, 1933. 
Recent school 
legislation requires the enumeration 
of persons up to the age of 18 years. 
Entirely new duties which must be 
performed by the enumerators this 
year, again in 1940 and at five-year 
intervals thereafter are the listing 
of alien and illiterate residents of 
the town. 
All foreign-born residents of Get­ 
tysburg who are 21 years of age or 
older and who have not become 
citizens are to be recorded 
They 
will be listed in three classifications; 
namely, those who have not sought 
naturalization papers; 
those who 
have declared their intentions of be­ 
coming citizens of the United States 
within the last seven years, and 
those who are ready to petition the 
court for final action on naturaliza­ 
tion. 
Persons who were born on or be­ 
fore September I, 1928, and who 
cannot read, write and speak Eng­ 
lish are to be listed as illiterates 
For the purposes of this listing 
persons whose “functioning literacy 
in English is not equivalent to or 
greater than five years of schooling" 
are illiterate. 
Although the profi­ 
ciency in any foreign tongue is to 
be listed, the ability to use English 
, is required to avoid the listing as 
illiterate. 
The information gathered on this 
| survey will be kept in Gettysburg 
* school district files and copies of it 
I will also be forwarded to the state 
t Department of Public Instruction at 
1 Harrisburg. 
The enumeration of school chil­ 
dren, aliens and illiterates is under­ 
way or will soon be started in every 
school district in the county in prep­ 
aration for the opening of schools 
in September.

‘‘The industry,’* he said, ‘‘will al­ 
most have to adopt this wage as the 
going minimum because the com­ 
panies cannot easily segregate their 
employes into groups working on 
government contracts and those who 
are not." 
Walling and the public contracts 
board asked the steel companies and 
labor unions to submit statistics at 
a hearing today to guide the govern­ 
ment in fixing the prevailing wage’’ ! 
scale. 
This procedure is required 
by the Walsh-Healey act regulating 
federal contracts. 
The act compels companies whose 
contracts with the United States ex­ 
ceed $10,000 to adopt a 40-hour week, 
pay prevailing wages approved by 
Secretary Perkins, ban child and 
convict labor and conform to certain 
standards for working conditions. 
Most steel companies have adopted 
the 40-hour week. Walling said the j 
fact that the industry is operating 
at less than 40 per cent of capacity 
makes observance of the hour pro- j 
vision easy.

Fifteen 
dollars will buy you a patent for 
“vacant land” in Pennsylvania 
if 
you can find any. 
Some do. After three centuries of 
agricultural and industrial develop­ 
ment since William Penn sold land 
to his colonists for $6.66 for IOO 
acres, a segment of unsettled land 
will crop up. 
Then the finder, or occupier, en­ 
ters an application with the D epart­ 
ment of Internal Affairs for a survey 
and patent, and a determination of 
price the state will accept. 
“So far as this department is con­ 
cerned, we know of no ‘vacant’ lands 
in the Commonwealth,” said Thomas 
A Logue, secretary of Internal Af­ 
fairs. 
"However, that doesn’t stop any­ 
one from coming in and applying for 
a piece of vacant land this minute. 
There may 
be segments of 
land 
somewhere, that .somebody has been 
squatting on, using the land and 
never knowing it has never been 
titled." 
He said that in 1930 a coal com­ 
pany, surveying land at the edge of 
Pottsville, in Schuylkill county, dis­ 
covered that what it presumed to be 
its property did not extend to the 
boundaries if had been using, and 
was in reality "vacant” land. 
It was granted a patent for land 
that had been vacant since the time 
of Penn. 
“If the land can be added to state 


game preserves, or state park and 
forest lands, it may be claimed by 
the state. 
Otherwise, we generally 
issue a patent to the finder, after a 
fair estimate of the price.” 
Logue said approximately 13 per 
cent of all titles to Pennsylvania 
lands are incomplete because of fail­ 
ure to show a transfer of owner­ 
ship from the Commonwealth. 
“In the early days, many people 
got warrants to survey, and thought 
that that completed getting a pat­ 
ent.” he said. 
“At that time the 
state charged interest on its lands 
not yet patented. 
“Today, about 13.667 tracts, worth
